DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see Paper #4: page 9, line 10 - page 
12, line 23, filed 16 March 2004, with respect to the 
rejection(s)of claim(s) 1, 2, 9, 10, & 17 under 35 USC §102 and 
the rejection (s) of claim(s) 3-8, 11-16, & 18-26 under 35 USC 
§103 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, 
the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground (s) of rejection is made as set forth 
below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-3, 9-11, 17-18, & 27-29 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kuroyanagi in view of 
Applicant's admitted Prior Art. 

Re claims 1-3, 9-11, & 17-18 Kuroyanagi discloses (column 
5, line 46 - column 6, line 19) a print job managing arrangement 
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in which print jobs are transmitted to a printer (500) from a 
print server computer (100) with print job information stored in 
a storage device separate from the printer (103) . A user 
password (identification information) (column 3, lines 60-66) is 
compared to print job identification information stored in this 
storage device (column 4, lines 13-35). 

Re claims 27-2 9, the storage device 103 is provided in 
print server 100. 

Re claims 1-3, 9-11, 17-18, & 27-29, Kuroyanagi does not 
disclose the prompting of a computer user to enter a password in 
response to a display. The prompting of a computer user to 
enter a password is well known in the art as described by 
Applicant (page 2, line 29 - page 3, line 1) . The use of a 
password prompt in Kuroyanagi in order to insure that the user 
is made aware of the need to enter the user password would be an 
expedient obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

Re claims 4-6, Kuroyanagi does not disclose the editing of 
a password entry and the storing of the edited password. . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 24-26 are allowed. 

5. Claims 4-8,12-16 and 19-23 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
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rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication 
of allowable subject matter: 

Re claims 4, 6, 13-14, 19, 21 (and dependent claims 5, 7, 
15-16, 20, 22-23, 25-26, & 30), the art of record does not teach 
or suggest the recited print job information editing arrangement 
in conjunction with the transmitting of one set of print 
information to be transmitted to a printer and the transmitting 
of a set of print job information to a storage device separate 
from the printer.
